For the control of brucellosis 
in cattle, certain legislation has 
been rec nended. On the na 
tional level, it is suggested that 
the secretary of the U.S. de 
partment .of Agriculture should 
be authorized to establish regu 
lations governing the interstate 
transportation of infected ani 
mals or those exposed. 

States probably should spon- 
sor a program of reporting 
testing. vaccinating and other 
steps which ‘have been shown 
to be valuable -in eliminating 
this disease in cattle 


USE HOME PASTEURIZERS 


Swine are also affected with 
this disease. The control and 
elimination of brucellosis in 
cattle, pigs and other animals 
should eventually be of great 
benefit not only to the livestock 
and agricultural industries, but 
also to human beings. We ac 
quire the infection almost al- 
ways from eating or drinking 
contaminated products and com- 
ing in contact with infected ani 
mals. rather than by direct 
spread from one person to an- 
other. 

Until brucellosis is eliminated 
in livestock, pasteurization of 
milk, careful cooking of meat, 
and well-known sanitary. pre 
cautions should be helpful in 
reducing the number of hu 
man beings attacked. There are 
a number of satisfactory home 
pasteurizers. on .the market.
